It aeema almost incredible that Iheae con- 
trasls ahould be so great In a country where 
we ahould be expecieA to uae bttter judg- 
Bient. 

But here we Have the irrefutable statistics, 
climaxed with a record-breaking 6,iSi voters 
going to the polla In a liquor- by- the -drink 
election. 

And to top that «U off, Police Chief How- 
ard OlUettB estimated that an additional 1,- 
aoa b&Uots Would Hare been cast U ample 
TOtlnfr facllltlcfl had b«en provided! That 
many, he believes, decUnad to frsJt In block' 
-long Unes-tO-get to-the polls; 

It'a a strange commentary, too, that elec- 
tions on such Issues strain the city's voting 
facilities to a point that serious objection has 
been raised by all the Inconvenience to which 
tho voters were subjected last Tuesday. 

In a regular city election there would be 
little, If any. standing in line and there would 
be no occasion for complaint. ^ 

But'tHe experience Tutsday seta a prece- 
dent nevertheless, and K J. Schwendlman, 
chairman of the city commission, baa given 
assurance that the board will take early 
action to guard against any recurrsDce of last 
Tuesday's voting congestion. 

Mr. Schwendlman pointed out that about 
10 per cent of .the qualified, registered voters 
cast ballots In the llquor-by-the-drlntc elec- 
tion as compared "to only la per cent voting, 
on the WSMO bond Issue for expansion of 
the city water system." 

Bo it will probably follow that more voting 
precincts wUl bo established to provide ade-

All ot this sort of thing, whether we care 
to admit It or not, la tBs underlylnff reason

If we cat! ace no further, or exercise no 
more Initiative than our petty emotionalism 
directs us, then ours Is a sad predicament
